Police crack down on protesters after day of mayhem 


G20 Summit 


Police cracked down hard 
on G 20 dissent yesterday 
in the wake of violent 
protests that saw 
downtown Toronto trans¬ 
formed into part police 
state, part riot zone over 
the weekend. 

Scenes of unopposed mil¬ 
itants using so-called Black 
Bloc tactics to wreak havoc 
along trendy Queen Street 
West on Saturday were re¬ 
placed yesterday by swift 
and aggressive police tac¬ 


tics to shut down protests. 

After a day of violence 
and destruction that 
gripped the city and result¬ 
ed in more than 600 ar¬ 
rests, police were left with 
little choice but to switch 
gears, said one security ex¬ 
pert. 

Police arrested people 
one-by-one after hemming 
in a crowd on all four sides 
in a downtown intersec¬ 
tion. An officer had warned 
journalists that they were 
getting ready to use tear 
gas and rubber bullets on 
the group at Queen Street 


Black Bloc 


• Black Bloc is a violent 
protest tactic in which anar¬ 
chists infiltrate large peace¬ 
ful demonstrations wearing 
normal street clothing. 
They then change into 
black clothing and cover 
their faces in balaclavas or 
ski masks before fanning 
out and destroying symbols 
of capitalism.

that did not happen. 

Passersby who were not 


taking part in the march, 
and several journalists, 
were hemmed in as well. 

Dozens of people were 
arrested, placed in plastic 
handcuffs and spent hours 
in the pouring rain before 
being loaded onto a city 
bus. 

Earlier in the day, a 
seemingly peaceful protest 
earlier in the day outside a 
film studio being used as 
detention centre for G20 
protesters was quickly put 
down by a flood of riot po¬ 
lice.

City eyeing $300,000 military statue

Edmonton’s military com¬ 
munity should be 
recognized with a 
$300,000 statue that must 
be placed somewhere in 
the city’s downtown, a city 
report suggests. 

City administrators 
came up with the plan af¬ 
ter working with the Ed¬ 
monton Salutes Commit¬ 


tee, which recommends 
placing the statue at Vet¬ 
erans Park, Victoria Cross 
Park, Churchill Square, or 
City Hall Plaza. 

“Edmonton is a military 
city and we do so much 
for the military,” Coun. 
Ed Gibbons told Metro in 
an interview. 

Gibbons says building a 
statue is less expensive 
than changing the name 
of 97 Street — the road to 
the Edmonton Garrison. 


The committee recom¬ 
mends the statue must 
recognize all three ele¬ 
ments of the military 
forces — the army, the 
navy and the air force. 

The city could seek 
funding through the fed¬ 
eral government’s veter¬ 
an affairs office, which of¬ 
fers up two programs to 
help communities recog¬ 
nize the military, the re¬ 
port suggests. 

The Edmonton Salutes 


Committee has also of¬ 
fered to do some fundrais¬ 
ing for the statue, but 
Gibbons says the city 
could encourage private 
business to chip in. 

The report suggests 
spending more than 
$300,000 could add a 
“more creative or interac¬ 
tive” monument that 
should include a land¬ 
scaped area.

Harper refusing to cut oil incentives despite advice 


energy The Canadian Press 
has learned that Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper is 
rejecting advice from his 
officials to eliminate tax 
incentives for the oil 
patch. 

At the last G20 Summit 
in Pittsburgh, member 
countries agreed to figure 
out where governments 
were subsidizing fossil fuel 
consumption and produc¬ 
tion and then move to 
eliminate such subsidies. 

In Canada, the Finance 
Department recommend¬ 
ed that Harper lead by ex-

ample and get rid of tax in¬ 
centives that encourage oil 
and gas production. 

But leaked documents to 
be released in conjunction 


with the final G20 Summit 
communique yesterday 
show that Harper has opt¬ 
ed instead to reiterate ac¬ 
tions taken in the past, 
rather than volunteer any 
additional gestures. 

According to the docu¬ 
ments, the Canadian “ac¬ 
tion plan” on fossil fuels 
consists mainly of phasing 
out accelerated capital cost 
allowances for oilsands 
production. That measure 
was announced a few years 
ago and put on a faster 
track in the 2010 budget.

BLAZE It took just under two 
hours to put out a small fire 
that broke out Saturday night 
in a storage tank roof vent at 
an Imperial Oil refinery just 
east of Edmonton. Officials at 
the scene of the fire at the fa¬ 
cility in Sherwood Park refused 
to comment. A recorded mes¬ 
sage on a company phone in¬ 
formation line said that crews 
from the refinery responded to 
a fire just after 10 p.m. in the 
roof vent of a tank used to 
store asphalt. The blaze was 
extinguished just before mid¬ 


night and there were no 
injuries. Erin Carrier, an Alber¬ 
ta Environment official, says 
the government agency was 
notified of the incident, noting 
it was a small blaze that did 
not prompt any air quality con¬ 
cerns. There's no word on the 
cause of the fire or the extent 
of damage. 

TAILINGS Syncrude Canada has 
been found guilty for causing 
the deaths of 1,600 ducks in a 
tailings pond at its oilsands 
mine in northern Alberta. 
Judge Ken Tjosvold found the 


company guilty of two counts 
of failing to stop the ducks 
from landing on its tailings 
pond on April 28, 2008. In his 
written judgment, Tjosvold 
said, “I am convinced beyond 
reasonable doubt that 
Syncrude could have acted 
lawfully by using due diligence 
to deter birds from the basin ... 
and it did not do so." Sentenc¬ 
ing has been held over for 
now, but the company would 
face fines of up to $800,000 if 
both convictions were allowed 
to stand. metro edmonton

Violent protests competed 
with weighty issues like 
the global economy in yes¬ 
terday’s headlines of the 
international media cover¬ 
ing the G20 summit. 

Media outlets from 
many countries ran promi¬ 
nent stories about the rov¬ 
ing group of masked van¬ 
dals who splintered from a 
larger, peaceful protest Sat¬ 
urday to smash windows 
and set several police cruis¬ 
ers on fire. The situation 
remained tense yesterday, 
with police taking no 
chances. 

While the world’s lead¬ 
ers continued their talks 
ensconced behind two 
high security fences, inter¬ 
national media juggled 
protests with politics as 
they turned their lenses on

Oil spill dodges storm? 


A tropical depression 
slamming into parts of 
Mexico isn’t taking aim at 
the massive Gulf oil spill 
— for now — though any 
system can quickly change 
course and send cleanup 
efforts grinding to a halt. 

The logistics of contain¬ 
ing the oil spewing into 
the Gulf of Mexico are 
mind-boggling even in ide¬ 
al conditions. Things be¬ 
come even more compli¬ 
cated with the approach of 
a storm system like Alex, 
which has pelted Belize, 
northern Guatemala and 
Mexico's Yucatan Peninsu¬ 
la with heavy rain. 

Any system with winds 
over 74 km/h could force 
BP PLC to abandon efforts 
to contain the flow for up 
to two weeks and delay the 
drilling of two relief wells 
that are the best hope of

• Along Mexico's resort- 
studded Caribbean coast, 
officials warned tourists to 
stay out of rough surf 
kicked up by the storm. But 
there were no immediate 
reports of damage to pop¬ 
ular beach destinations 
such as Cancun, Cozumel, 
Playa del Carmen or Tulum. 


Alex will cross over the Yu¬ 
catan Peninsula back into 
the Gulf, where the warm 
waters could fuel it up to 
hurricane strength.

® Belgium's Catholic Church has been stunned following the 
resignation in April of its longest-serving bishop, Roger 
Vangheluwe, who stepped down after admitting to having 
sexually abused a young boy during the time Godfried Dan- 
neels, whose home was among the raids, was archbishop. 

• The revelation came as hundreds of cases of abuse were 
being reported across Europe, Latin America and elsewhere, 
exposing coverups by bishops and evidence of long-standing 
Vatican inaction to stop it.

On Satur¬ 
day, the No. 2 Vatican offi¬ 
cial said the raids were un¬ 
precedented even under 
communism. 

Belgium’s justice minis¬ 
ter defended the searches 
yesterday, saying the bish¬ 
ops were treated normally 
and the search warrant was 


legitimate. In the raids, po¬

n 2008, when I began 
writing In Transit, the 
Alberta government’s 
$2-billion GreenTRIP 
program was already 
off to a slow start. 

Two years later, as I 
write this final column, I 
want to be able to tell you 
that all those LRT expan¬ 
sion plans I’ve reported 
on are finally getting a big 
share of that money. 

The province did re-an- 
nounce the program with 
$800 million for the Ed¬ 
monton region last week, 
but the details are still 


fuzzy. 

Fuzzy is good enough 
for the city to start order¬ 
ing LRT cars and tendering 
contracts for the NAIT ex¬ 
tension, so I guess it’s 
good enough for me. 

The money still has to 
be fully committed and a 
timeline set; however, it’s 
another step forward in 
what has been a pretty 
good two years as far as 
transit in Edmonton goes. 

Two years ago, the city’s 
LRT plan consisted of six 
thick arrows on a tiny 
map. All but one of those 
arrows is now sharply in 
focus, with an entirely 
new line from the west to 
the southeast all mapped 
out. 

Getting the details right 
will be the next challenge 
— from redeveloping the 
City Centre Airport to re¬ 
sisting road widening — 


and council seems to be 
headed in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

While these two years 
have mainly been about 
playing catch-up on LRT, 
there’s been other 
progress as well. The bus 
fleet is now 100 per cent 
low floor, and eight new 
routes have bike racks. 

Trip planning has been a 
breeze since the city 
opened up its schedules to 
Google, which is good 
since the new beta ETS 
Trip Planner is still terri¬ 
ble. 

The city also managed 
to secure a — thankfully 
only temporary — parlc- 
and-ride lot at Century 
Park, and a new reserved 
space program will help 
ensure drivers couldn’t 
have just bused or walked. 

Sure, there’s still no late 
night transit or over¬ 


hauled bus network — or 
service to the internation¬ 
al airport for that matter, 
thanks to administration 
assuming five passengers 
per trip when 10 would 
have generated a profit. 

There’s also the possibil¬ 
ity the next couple years 
of scheduled fare increas¬ 
es will come early, but 
council is suggesting it 
won’t accept that budget 
recommendation — at 
least not until after the 
fall election. 

By that point we could 
see a few more bus-riding 
councillors tip the scales 
to roll back the fare hikes 
and make movement on 
other needed service im¬ 
provements. That last one 
is really up to you.

“This is what democracy 
looks like,” chanted peace¬ 
ful protesters, including 
myself, advocating a 
plethora of social issues on 
our march from Queen’s 
Park to Queen and Spadina 
streets in Toronto during 
Saturday’s start of the G20 
meetings. 

Sure enough, the so- 
called Black Bloc soon ma¬ 
terialized; a menacing ho¬ 
mogenous group of mili¬ 
tants with the intent of do¬ 
ing as much damage as pos¬ 
sible to draw police away 
from the infamous “gate.” 

They split from the main 
group once we arrived at a 
standoff with police and 
unleashed well-orchestrat¬ 
ed mayhem upon corporate 
Toronto. 

Meanwhile, Helter Skel¬ 
ter accompanied the ten¬ 
sion as the main group of 
protesters had a unit of po¬ 


lice surrounded around a 
smashed police cruiser. 

Although police re¬ 
mained stoic and calm 
throughout, you could see a 
defined fear in their faces, 
followed by relief when an¬ 
other four units trickled in 
as backup. 

After finally forcing the 
protesters back down 
Queen Street, riot police 
backed off at Peter Street, 


and as the main protest 
backtracked towards the fi¬ 
nancial district we discov¬ 
ered the anarchists’ work. 

Nearly every Starbucks 
and bank we passed sport¬ 
ed broken windows and 
spray-painted walls, with 
security staff watching us 
intensely from inside, like 
we were an exhibit at the 
zoo. 

It’s an eerie feeling peer-

ing into a destroyed Star- 
bucks where mere hours 
before a smiling barista 
cheerfully handed you a 
coffee. 

Police and protesters 
spent the next few hours in 
an intersection-by¬ 

intersection power struggle 
to the sound of taunting 
chants and the authorita¬ 
tive strike of batons on 
shields in unison. 

All while the Black Bloc 
tore through Yonge Street, 
smashing nearly every cor¬ 
porate business as store 
owners watched in horror. 

And when they were fin¬ 
ished, a simple wardrobe 
change let them rejoin the 
crowd undetected, while 
Torontonians were left to 
pick up the pieces, wonder¬ 
ing if this really was what 
democracy is supposed to 
look like.

Some Canada Revenue 
Agency workers have been 
spending far too much 
time browsing the Internet 
and sending offensive 
emails — and not enough 
time collecting taxes. 

Internal reports show an 
average of 85 employees a 
year are disciplined for 
wasting their work days 
surfing the web, setting up 
sports pools, sending chain 
letters, promoting “illegal 
substances,” sharing offen¬ 
sive cartoons and running 
pyramid schemes. 

“(One) employee browsed 
the Internet an average of 
three hours and 32 minutes 
per day,” says one investiga¬ 
tion report from last July, or 
about half the shift. “He in¬ 
stalled four unauthorized 
software (programs) on his 
workstation.” 

Managers at the Canada 
Revenue Agency were le¬ 
nient in their undisclosed 
discipline of the employee 
because of his “good per¬ 
formance” — even though 
it was a second offence, says 
the report. A year earlier, 
the same worker had been 
caught browsing the Inter¬ 
net an average of two hours 
and 25 minutes each day. 

Another employee — 
found to be web-surfing an 
average of 83 minutes a day 
— was also given lenient 


treatment in view of his “re¬ 
morsefulness.” 

Last August, investigators 
recorded more than 84 
hours of personal Internet 


downloaded 37,500 emails 
and 776 documents onto 
personal CDs.

An uncertain future for cities 

Sustainability study shows quality of life at risk of declining

Canadians living in big 
cities enjoy a high quality 
of life, but a new report 
suggests that may change 
if key sustainability issues 
are not quickly and effec¬ 
tively addressed. 

The Sustainable Cities 
Challenge in Canada — 
conducted by GlobeScan 
and commissioned by 
Siemens Canada and the 
David Suzuki Foundation 
— polled experts across 
the nation on what the 
problems are, and how 
they should be rectified. 

Here are some of the key 
findings: 

TRANSPORTATION 

What’s the problem? 

The report says decision 
making is fragmented, and 
projects can be deferred — 
or even dropped — during 
election years. 

What’s the solution? 

“We see that there are 
bigger cities lacking good 
rail-based solutions, for ex¬ 
ample, between airports 
and city centres,” says 
Roland Aurich, president 
and CEO of Siemans Cana¬ 
da Ltd. 

“We have a long debate 
in Canada about high¬ 
speed rail. There is not yet 
a decision in that area, and 
we also see a lot of discus¬ 
sion about whether you 
should rely on bus lines or 
install light-rail traffic so¬ 
lutions. Again, the deci¬ 
sion power is not in place. 
We do understand that 
these decisions need to be 
carefully based, but we al¬ 
so need to create a process

What’s the problem? 

Infrastructure is old and 


crumbling, a problem that 
will only worsen if com¬ 
prehensive rebuilding and 
expansion not undertaken. 

What’s the solution? 

“First of all, we need to

Small town feel close to city 


Safety and green space make St. Albert a great place to raise a family

For some people, living in 
a big city like Edmonton 
just isn’t all that 
appealing. The hustle and 
bustle of every day 
business, rush hour traffic, 
high-density living... it can 
get to be too much. 

That doesn’t mean, 
however, that the city’s 
attractions have to be far 
away. Lying adjacent to 
Edmonton’s north end is 
St. Albert, a city with a 
population of just under 
60,000. 

Weighing in as Alberta’s 
fifth largest city, it is also 
one of the safest in Cana¬ 
da. 

“It’s small and there are 
a lot of parks,” St. Al¬ 
bert resident Elyse 
Dussault said, 

“It’s easy to 
get to your 
job, and you 
can walk 
everywhere.” 

The city, 
which was 
founded in 
1861 by Father Al¬ 
bert Lacombe, was 
originally a mission that 
found its roots in Lac Ste. 
Anne.

Lying adjacent to the City 
of Edmonton’s northern 
borders, St. Albert is a 
growing community of 
just under 60,000 
residents. 

Because of its close 
proximity to Alberta’s cap¬ 
ital city, it should come as 
no surprise that many of 
St. Albert’s residents com¬ 
mute to Edmonton to get 
to work. Because of this, a 
reliable transit system is 
needed. 

“The St. Albert transit 
system operates local 
routes in all neighbour¬ 
hoods of St. Albert,” tran¬ 
sit spokesperson Ian 
Sanlcey said. 

“It also runs commuter 
service into key destina¬ 
tions in the City of Ed¬ 
monton.” 

St. Albert’s buses, which 
are separate from Edmon¬ 
ton’s transit system, take 
commuters to downtown 
Edmonton, the University 
of Alberta, Grant MacE- 
wan University, NAIT, 


“Our service 
standard aims to 
have bus service 
within 400 metres 
walking distance of 
all residential prop¬ 
erties in the city.

West Edmonton Mall, 
Westmount Mall and 
Kings way Shopping Cen¬ 
tre, Sanlcey said. 

“Commuter ridership 
makes up the vast majori¬ 
ty of our riders,” he added. 
“I think we’re looking at 
somewhere around 85 to 
90 per cent of our riders.” 

“If you don’t want to 
walk everywhere, you can 
definitely take the bus,” 
St. Albert resident Elyse 
Dussault said. “It goes 
nearly everywhere.” 


St. Albert is serviced by 
two main transit stations 
— one at St. Albert Centre, 
which is right on St. Al¬ 
bert Trail, and one at Gate 
Avenue and Grange Drive, 
which is in the south end 
of the city. 

Bus stops are placed fre¬ 
quently throughout the 
city’s residential areas. 

“Our service standard 
aims to have bus service 
within 400 metres walk¬ 
ing distance of all residen¬ 
tial properties in the city,” 
Sanlcey said. 

“We’re pretty close to 
achieving that; there’s on¬ 
ly a few areas that fall out¬ 
side of that (distance).” 

So is a car a necessity for 
residents of St. Albert? 

“That’s a subjective 
one,” Sanlcey said. 

“It depends on where 
you work and what you 
need to do in your life.” 

“It’s becoming less es¬ 
sential (to own a car),” he 
added. 

“Certainly there is a 
comprehensive transit 
service available for folks 
who choose to or need to 
use it.”

Fans remember King of Pop

Michael Jackson fans the 
world over paused to re¬ 
member the man they 
called the King of Pop with 
songs, dances and prayers 
on the first anniversary of 
his death, a day Jackson's 
father marked by filing a 
wrongful-death lawsuit 
against the doctor charged 
with giving his son a lethal 
dose of sedatives. 

In Japan, hundreds of 
people lighted candles in 
Jackson’s memory. In the 
Los Angeles suburb of Glen¬ 
dale, thousands filed silent¬ 
ly through the gates of For¬ 
est Lawn Cemetery, where 
Jackson’s body is entombed 
in the mausoleum. Some of 
them released white doves 
while others wept softly. 

“He’s been my idol all my 
life since I can remember. I 
feel like I haven’t had clo¬ 
sure,” said Erick 
Dominguez, who travelled 
more than 100 kilometres 
to pay respects. As he 
spoke, the 37-year-old sales 
representative, his eyes hid¬ 
den by sunglasses, began to 
weep. 


Several of Jackson’s rela¬ 
tives visited the mau¬ 
soleum, which was off lim¬ 
its to the public. Brother 
Tito shook hands with fans 
as he arrived, and brother 
Jermaine rolled down a 
window and waved as the 
family left in a fleet of luxu¬ 
ry vehicles. 

In Jackson’s hometown 
of Gary, Ind., Jackson’s 
mother, Katherine, un¬ 


veiled a monument in the 
front yard of the modest 
home where her children 
grew up. 

“This past year has been 
very hard on the family,” 
she said. “If it wasn’t for the 
help of all of you, we 
wouldn’t have made it 
through.” 

Jackson died June 25, 
2009, at age 50, just before 
he was to begin a comeback 


tour. Dr. Conrad Murray has 
pleaded not guilty to 
felony involuntary 
manslaughter in 
his death. Au¬ 
thorities say 
Murray pro¬ 
vided the en¬ 
tertainer 
with a mix 
of sedatives 
— includ¬ 
ing the 

powerful 
anesthetic 
propofol — 
that killed 
him. 

As Jackson 

fans everywhere 
grieved, the enter¬ 
tainer’s father, Joe 
Jackson, filed suit against 
Murray in federal court in 
Los Angeles. 

The complaint, which 
seeks more than $75,000, 
accuses Murray of profes¬ 
sional negligence and con¬ 
tends the physician tried to 
conceal his administration 
of propofol after Jackson’s 
death. Propofol is normally 
administered only in hospi¬ 


tal settings. 
Murray had been providing 
it to help him sleep after 
the physically grueling re¬ 
hearsals for his comeback. 

Murray attorney Charles 
Peckham said in a state¬ 
ment he expected his 
client’s innocence to be 
“proven in a court of law.” 


Jackson’s father is also 
fighting with his son’s es¬ 
tate, seeking more 
than $15,000 a 
month. As Jack¬ 
son’s father 
went to court 
in Los Ange¬ 
les, tributes 
to his son 
unfolded 
around the 
world. 

One of the 
more rau¬ 
cous ones 
took place at 
Jackson’s star in 
front of Grau- 
man’s Chinese 
Theatre on the Holly¬ 
wood Walk of Fame. 
Fans blasted his music and 
danced energetically to the 
delight of tourists and 
passers-by on the crowded 
sidewalk. Many of the 
dancers were dressed as the 
King of Pop himself, wear¬ 
ing sequined gloves, black 
shirts and pants, white sox, 
black loafers and snappy 
looking Fedoras.

first anniversary of her 
death by dedicating a can¬ 
cer-research foundation in 
her name. 

Alana Stewart, Ryan 
O’Neal, Tatum O’Neal and 
Redmond O’Neal were 
among guests at an inti¬ 
mate gathering Friday at 
the new offices of the Far¬ 
rah Fawcett Foundation, 
which funds alternative 


cancer research and treat¬ 
ment methods and aims to 
improve the quality of life 
of those with the disease. 

Fawcett, the Charlie’s An¬ 
gels star who detailed her 
battle with anal cancer in 
the 2009 documentary, Far¬ 
rah’ s Story, died at 62 on 
June 25, 2009. 

Stewart said Fawcett 
started her namesake foun¬ 
dation during her own 
struggle with cancer, and 


Stewart was determined to 
keep her friend’s efforts 
alive. 

“If I can help carry on Far¬ 
rah’s mission for the foun¬ 
dation, it’s an honour for 
me,” Stewart said. “I feel al¬ 
most like she’s a guardian 
angel watching over me, 
and I feel like she’s smiling 
down on us and very happy 
that she died for a cause.”

“I would like to say 
we were very encouraged 
by the success of Avatar,” 
Nolan said with a big 
laugh. 

For many fans, Avatar 
was as groundbreaking a 
movie experience as one of 
the prime cinema adven¬ 
tures of Nolan’s boyhood, 
Star Wars. 

“Ever since I saw that 
film, whether I knew it or 


not, my ambition has been 
to give the audience that 
kind of experience,” Nolan 
continued. “To create a 
world that they hadn’t ex¬ 
pected before and hadn’t 
seen before and let them 
lose themselves in it.” 

So why does Hollywood 
keep coming back to the 
same old things? Simple. It 
pays better. 

Most of the movies that 
draw colossal audiences 
are based on something 
that existed before. Famil¬ 
iarity sometimes can breed 


contempt as audiences tire 
of characters, but it’s gen¬ 
erally easier to get fans to 
buy tickets for the latest in 
a continuing saga. 

“It really is up to the au¬ 
dience and critics. A lot of 
people jump on Hollywood 
for that, but the truth is, if 
they’ll come, we’ll make 
them,” said producer 
Lorenzo di Bonaventura, 
whose credits include 
Transformers flicks and 
Jolie’s upcoming spy 
thriller Salt.

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No changes planned 
after stage collapse

collapsed last year killing one person, injuring 75 others. 


Alberta does not plan to 
toughen its building code 
for outdoor stages as a re¬ 
sult of the fatal collapse of 
the main platform last 
summer at the Big Valley 
Jamboree country music 
festival. 

But the government says 
it will have inspectors on 
hand when the stage is 
built for next month’s jam¬ 
boree in Camrose, south¬ 
east of Edmonton, and adds 
it is working to establish a 
permit system for stages at 
major events. 

One person died and 75 
others were injured Aug. 1 
when a powerful wind 
ripped through the popular 
festival with only a 
minute’s warning and 
caused the main stage to 
crumble as thousands of 
spectators fled. 

One of two reports or¬ 
dered by the province into 
what happened says the 
high winds far exceeded 
what the building was re¬ 
quired to handle. But it also 
says the wreckage was so 
extensive that experts 
could not determine what 


actually caused the heavy, 
portable stage to collapse. 

“The major finding was 
that stage structure was de¬ 
signed and installed accord¬ 
ing to the building code. 
There were no design er¬ 
rors in the design of the sys¬ 
tem,” said Chris Salvian, 
chief building administra¬ 
tor for Alberta’s Municipal 
Affairs Department. 

“From our perspective, 
we will be taking no further 
action.” 

A separate investigation 
by Alberta Occupational 


Health and Safety into how 
the stage was assembled 
and whether the jamboree 
was a safe worksite is al¬ 
most complete, but may 
not be finished until after 
the summer festival season. 

Tickets are selling fast for 
this year’s jamboree, which 
is scheduled to begin July 
29. The four-day event is ex¬ 
pected to attract more than 
20,000 fans a day, who will 
be eager to see such artists 
as Keith Urban and Martina 
McBride.

Crab and

Add 
watercress, endive and 
grapefruit sections; toss. 
Serve salad on bed of Bibb 
lettuce.
